Wicomico County is bounded on the North 
by the State of Delaware, South and East 
by Somerset and Worcester Counties, and 
the Pocomoke River, West by the Nanticoke 
River, which divides it from Dorchester 
County. The Wicomico River has its source 
entirely in this Connty at Salisbury, which 
is the head of Navigation, while its lower 
waters divide this from Somerset County. 

Wicomico County was created by the 
Constitution of 1867, out of parta of Worces- 
terand Somerset Counties lt contains 
about 400 square miles, and is watered by 
the Nanticoke, Wicomico and Pocomoke 
Rivers, and the Wicomico Creek which is 
navigable for large schooners. 

The soil inthe Western part is a stiff, 
clay subsoil, with a dark loam, the centre 
is high and sandy, while the Enstern part is 
a black loam or sweet gum soil, well adapt-

MISTAKEN THEORY. 
Tho greatest mistake made by far- 
mers in rearing their sons, is in not 
preparing them for the same pursuit. 
Thoro is no trade, calling or profens- 
ion which enrries with it moro dig- 
nity, more respect and independence 
than is duo to, and generally paid to 
the good, practical, common sense 
farmer, and certainly no calling can 
be entitled to more regard. If far. 
mere would but educate their sons | 
especially for the calling, duties and 
practical application of agricultural 
skill, encourage them to apply their 
energies in that noblo pursuit, and 
teach them to be content in that 
sphere, the effect wonld be wonder- 
ful upon the improvement of the 
country. The next decade would 
find the taxable basis of our country 
districts doubled, and in somo cases 
quadrupled, The change would be 
wonderful, Now, what is requisite 
to effect this great blessing in our 
land! First, put into the hands of 
your children the best newspapers 
and magazines on the subject of 
farming, stock and poultry raising, 
fruitand floriculturo. Then go to 
work to beautify and adorn your 
homes. Plant shade trees, fruit 
treés and shrubbery, repair old 
buildings, nnd put up new ones, 
paint, clean, whitewash, clear up the 
busties, briars, and baal off the grubs 
from the fences and ditches, put 
things in proper shape, go on and 
improve your lands, and your sons 
will bogin to think something of their 
homes, their stock, and above all, to 
place upon themselves a proper val- 
ue. They will not be ashamed to 
work when they see such results of 
improvement in appearance and ad- 
vanoement in wealth, and when thoy 
compare the blessings of their own 
homes to those unimproved places 
they have to pass on the roadside, 
they will be satisfied that they have not 
been at work in vain. They will also 
compare their condition with those 
young men who are striving to enter 
one of the Jearned professions, when, 
after enduring all the hardships and 
anxieties to reach it, they can only 
cak out a scanty subsistence at the 
very best. Look at the statistics of 
the professions. Out of the two 
learned professions, Law and Medi- 
cine, only twenty per cent. succecd, 
while in the mercantile lino only 
abeut ten per cent. are accounted 
succeesful, while in the noble calling 
of agriculture in this country where 
the land is chiefly owned by the far- 
mer, seven ont ofa hundred is sup- 
posed to foil. or the successful class 
ls ninety'three per cent. Now; this 
showing certainly ought to encourage 
farmers to make farmers of their 
sons instead of putting them in the 
army, havy or any of the leaned 
‘professions, where the temptations 
are tenfold greater to lead them to 
rain and bankruptcy. Another ar- 
gument in favor of putting your sons 
to fariiing, is tho abundance of land 
still nnimproved in this country. A 
young man may for a small prico ob- 
tain a farm in its unimproved condi- 
tion, and while the products will pay 
for a general improvement. ho will 
find in n fow years that the enhanoed 
value of the farm alone has mado lim 


rich, while his brother who had 
more advantages than himself in 
point of education, and perhaps na- 
tivo talent, has labored on and toiled 
hard to obtain a mediocre position in 
one of tho professions, while tho in- 
fluence of the furmer in tho commu- 
nity is far ahead of his professional 
brother, and the caso with which he 
accamulates seems almost a mystery. 
His stock well fed and shelterod 
‘grows and increases. He has pro- 
cured the best breeds, and improved 
them with care, and tells for good 
prices, which good stock will always 
command, and his career in one of 
general prosperity. Now this is not 
ù highly colored picture. It is just

Saving Manures, 


The time scórus to have passed 
whon the’ Western barn-yards nro 
emptied into the rivera noar which 
they nro located of tho embarrassing 
aceamulations of mannre, ‘and the 
agricultural literature of that section 
is as full ns our own of exhortations 
to tho caroful saving and manage- 
ment of this onco-wasted sourco of 
fortility. Tho continual cropping 
without the compensating return of 
auch elements as were removed has 
producéd the inovitablo diminution 
of these crops, in accordance with an 
unvarying law of naturo whoso bo- 
hests cannot be disregarded. There- 
foro, it is not to be wondered at that 
urgent necessity requires tho judi- 
cious husbanding of homemade 
manures once utterly neglected and 
even sconted as inenmbrances. 

At the meeting of tho Tllinois 
Dairvmen's Association last Winter 
Mr. Jolin Keating gave empkatic re- 
commendation in the following terms, 
tothe accumulation of mannres and 
their carefnl handling. The same 
hints have been time and again 
urged by us upon our farmers of this 
section, and cannot be too often ro- 
peated : 

“The man who makes a large 
quantity of rich manures and applies 
it properly. cannot and wiil not fail 
of being successful. Per contra, the 
man who is careless on this point, 
who feeds his eattle on poor and in- 
suflicient food, who allows his man- 
ure to be swept away by the Winter's 
winds and dried up by the Summer's 
sun, though he may rise early and 
labor assiduous!y, is destined to fail- 
ure and disappointment. 
~ “Time was, and that but recently, 
when this subject received very little 
serious ceusideration from tho ma- 
jority of the farmers of Illinois. The
